4. (Currently Amended) The heat-cxarable composition according to Claim 1 wherein 
the (A) component vinyl polymer is obtained obtoinablo by the procedixre comprising 

(1) producing a halogen-terminated vinyl polymer by atom transfer radical 
polymerization and 

(2) converting the terminal halogen of said polymerto a phenol group-containing 
subsistent group.

6. (Currently Amended) The heat-curable composition according to Claim 5 I 
wherein the (meth) acrylic monomer is a (meth) acrylic acid ester monomer, 

7. (Original) The heat-curable composition according to Claim 6 wherein the (meth) 
acrylic acid ester monomer is an acrylic acid ester monomer,

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10. (Previously Presented) The heat curable composilioa according to Claim 1 
wherein the (A) component vinyl polymer has a number average molecular weight of 500 to 
100,000.

12. (Currently Amended) A polymer as obtainabl e obtained by reacting 

(A) a vinyl polymer having at least one phenol group at the main chain terminus, wherem 
the (A) component yinvl polymer has its main chain produced bv polvmeriz ine a (meth^ acrylic 
monomer and wherein the (A) component vinvl polvmer has a ratio (Mv /Mn) of weight average 
molecular weight (MW) and number average molecular weight CMn) as measured bv gel 
permeation chromatography of less than 1,8 
with (C) an aldehyde compound* 

1 3 . (Currently Amended) The polymer according to Claim 1 2 wherein the (A) 
component vinyl polymer has its main chain produced by the living radical polymerization of a 
vieyl fpieth^ acrylic monomer. 

1 4. (Currently Amended) The polymer according to Claim 12 wherein the (A) 
component vinyl polymer has its main chain produced by the atom transfer radical 
polymerization of a vinyl fmeth^ acrvlic monomer. 

1 5. (Currently Amended) The polymer according to Claim 1 2 wherem the (A) 
component vinyl polymer is obtoinable obtained by the procedure comprising 

(1) producing a halogen-terminated vinyl polymer by atom transfer radical 
polymerization and 

(2) converting the terminal halogen of said polymer to a phenol group-containing 
substituent group.

22. (Currently Amended) The polymer according to Claim 1 2 wherein the aldehyde 
compound © C is at least one member selected from the group consisting of formaldehyde^ 
hexamethylenetetramine, paraformaldehyde, furfural, acetaldehyde and salicyladehyde, 

23 . (Previously Presented) A heat curable composition comprising the polymer 
according to Claim 12. 

24. (Original) A shaped article as obtainable by curing the heat-curable composition 
according to Claim 23. 

(Currently Amended) Th& A heat-curable-coraposition according to Claim 1 
oomprising (A) a vinyl polymer having at least on e phonol groiip - at th e main chain torminuo, (B) 
a phenol roflin and further comprising (C) an aldehyde compound. 
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
